A total of 8,311,000 tons went into

| Never before have farmers bought 
such large amounts of fertilizers. 

' And never before has the fertiliz- 
bes contained so much actual plant 
| food. 

For instance, the national fer- 
tilizer association says that the ton- 
nage of commercial fertilizer this 
| year was 16 per cent more than in 
| 1920. But the plant food contained 
in the fertilizer this year was 64 
| per cent greater than in 1920. 

The federal government, inci- 
| dentally, is becoming increasingly 


little direct interest in the busi- 
ness. But now—according to the 
trade association—the government 
supplies more than five and a half 


mercial fertilizers. The government 
iertilizers, you know, are distribut- 
ed by the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity and the Agricultural Adjustment 
| Administration. 

The agriculture department re- 
ports another increase in cash farm 
income. 

During the first four months of 
| this year, American farmers receiv- 
ed $2,776,000,000 from crop market- 
ings and government payments. 
| This is $160,000,000 more than for 
| the corresponding period last year. 

Government payments were con- 
siderably smaller this year, but bet- 
ter returns from markets more than 
offset this decline. 
| During the month of April, farm- 
; ers received $709,000,000. This was 
slightly above the figure for the 
preceding month, and considerably 
| higher than April of last year. 
The most cheerful note recorded 
| during the month was increased in- 
come from livestock. On the sad 
side of the picture, the income from 
grain was disappointingly small 
during April.
